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Introduction 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  was  created 
by  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act, 
assented  to  on  November  13,  1984.  Our 
first  year  ended  on  March  31,  1985;  this 
is,  therefore,  the  third  annual  report  of 
this  young  Foundation. 

During  the  short  span  of  our  existence, 
the  Foundation  has  provided  $3,561,413 
in  220  grants  to  community  service  and 
volunteer  organizations  in  Alberta. 

These  funds  have  provided  significant 
benefits  to  the  quality  of  life  and  enjoy- 
ment of  Albertans. 

Lotteries  in  Alberta 

Lotteries  were  introduced  into  Alberta  in 
1974.  Since  then  they  have  generated 
substantial  funds  for  the  benefit  of 
Albertans.  The  Government  of  Alberta 
retains  no  part  of  these  funds,  but 
directs  them  to  seven  government- 
created  Foundations,  The  Alberta  Sport 
Council,  Edmonton  Northlands,  Calgary 
Exhibition  and  Stampede,  Class  B,  C 
and  D Fairs,  exhibitions,  agricultural 
societies,  musical  groups,  a research 
centre  and  other  community  organiza- 


tions. Clearly  the  funds  generated  by 
lotteries  have  enriched  the  lives  of 
Albertans  in  many  ways.  The  Wild  Rose 
Foundation  is  grateful  to  be  one  of  the 
recipients  of  lottery  funds,  and  thus  to 
do  its  part  in  assisting  volunteer  non- 
profit organizations  to  achieve  their 
worthy  objectives  in  Alberta. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Foundation,  as  set 
out  in  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act,  is 
“to  provide  funding  to  volunteer  non- 
profit organizations  that  provide 
necessary  and  valuable  community  serv- 
ices to  Albertans  ...”  The  Foundation 
is  a source  of  funding  for  organizations 
whose  programs  do  not  qualify  for 
assistance  from  regular  government 
sources,  or  from  other  lottery  supported 
foundations. 

Income 

Our  income  comes  from  the  Western 
Canada  Lottery  Corporation.  During  the 
current  year  we  received  $1,250,000 
from  this  source.  In  addition  we  enjoy 
the  investment  income  from  an  endow- 
ment of  $4,500,000,  again  afforded 
from  lottery  funds;  this  provided  a fur- 
ther $483,095  of  income.  Our  ad- 
ministration costs  amounted  to  $213,826 
which,  expressed  as  a percentage,  is 
12.3%  of  total  revenue.  Our  objective  is 
to  keep  our  administration  costs  as  low 
as  reasonably  possible  in  order  to  max- 
imize the  funds  available  for  worthy 
applicants. 

Grants 

In  another  section  of  this  report  we  list 
the  grants  we  have  approved,  totalling 
$1,700,965.  Many  applications,  we 
regret  to  say,  were  unsuccessful,  prin- 
cipally because  their  programs  fell 
within  the  objects  of  other  lottery 
funded  Foundations,  and  thus  were 
beyond  our  purview.  The  successful  ap- 
plicants, some  94  in  all,  covered  a wide 
range  of  programs:  we  provided 


assistance  for  libraries,  senior  citizens, 
the  handicapped,  native  friendship 
societies,  sexual  assault  centres,  educa- 
tional groups,  women’s  shelters  and 
medical  societies,  to  name  but  a few. 
Most  of  our  grants  are  awarded  to  the 
large  centres  of  population,  partly 
because  their  inhabitants  are  familiar 
with  the  rules  regarding  grants,  and 
partly  because  the  large  centres  are  the 
locations  of  organizations  serving  the 
province.  We  are  always  pleased  when 
we  can  approve  grants  to  organizations 
located  in  remote  parts  of  the  province. 
It  is  not  always  easy  to  provide  financial 
assistance  in  strict  conformity  with  an 
act  of  the  legislature  and  its  regulations, 
but  it  is  a very  rewarding  experience  for 
the  Foundation  and  for  the  recipients. 

Our  part  in  assisting  community 
organizations  to  achieve  their  objectives 
is  relatively  simple;  we  provide  some  of 
the  dollars  needed  to  enable  programs  to 
proceed.  But  the  real  work,  the  initial 
recognition  of  need,  the  determination 
to  do  something  of  value  for  the  com- 
munity, the  long  hours  of  organizing, 
recruiting  and  building  — is  all  done  by 
volunteers.  Their  part  in  the  piece  can- 
not be  measured  with  precision,  and  it  is 
not  reflected  in  the  financial  statements; 
it  is,  however,  considerable,  and  we  at 
the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  pay  tribute  to 
the  dedicated  volunteers  of  our  society 
and  to  the  good  work  they  do.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  supply  one  of  the 
ingredients  necessary  in  the  process  to 
attain  success  in  helping  others  to  help 
themselves. 

Evolution 

A new  Act  expresses  the  intent  of  the 
legislators  at  the  time  it  is  enacted.  With 
the  passage  of  time,  and  with  the  ex- 
perience gained  in  the  implementation  of 
the  Act,  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 


the  legislation  become  apparent.  Accor- 
dingly, in  June,  1987,  the  Wild  Rose 
Foundation  Act  and  its  regulations  were 
amended  and  revised,  in  order  to  enable 
the  original  intent  of  the  legislators  to  be 
more  fully  realized.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  revisions  will  enable  the 
members  of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation 
to  achieve  the  purposes  for  which  the 
Foundation  was  established. 

Because  we  had  no  history  or 
background  to  guide  us  in  our  initial 
years,  we  have  had  to  devise  procedures, 
records  and  policies  suited  to  our  needs. 
After  three  fiscal  periods,  we  feel  we 
have  developed  satisfactory  accounting 
and  financial  reporting  methods, 
suitable  budgeting  procedures,  and  a 
good  method  of  recording  policies  aris- 
ing from  actual  experience.  The  Founda- 
tion will  never  resolve  all  of  its  problems 
in  advance,  but  we  have  gone  a long 
way  to  devising  procedures  to  deal 
reasonably  with  the  predictable  situa- 
tions we  may  encounter. 

Members 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act  provides 
for  seven  members  to  carry  out  the 
functions  of  the  Foundation.  The  pre- 
sent incumbents  include  one  from  each 
of  Grande  Prairie,  Whitecourt,  and 
Medicine  Hat,  and  two  from  each  of 
Edmonton  and  Calgary.  We  meet 
quarterly,  usually  in  Edmonton,  but  oc- 
casionally in  Calgary,  Medicine  Hat,  or 
Grande  Prairie. 

Our  members  take  their  duties  seriously, 
and  devote  many  anxious  hours  to  the 
review  of  the  applications  we  receive.  In 
the  process  of  examination  of  applica- 
tions we  seek  and  receive  advice  from 
various  government  agencies,  and  we 
develop  and  enunciate  policies  which  are 
recorded  for  our  use  and  for  the  use  of 
our  successors. 


The  Future 

The  future  is  unpredictable  in  many 
ways.  Our  income  may  increase;  our  en- 
dowment may  be  enlarged;  our  mandate 
may  be  revised.  Our  principal  objective 
will  not  change,  which  is  to  assist  wor- 
thy volunteer  non-profit  organizations  to 
provide  a better  quality  of  life  for 
Albertans.  In  this  we  receive  the  en- 
thusiastic support  and  assistance  of  the 
Minister  of  Career  Development  and 
Employment,  The  Honourable  Rick 
Orman,  and  his  staff.

NOTES  TO  THE 
FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

March  31,  1987 


Authori ty 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Wild 
Rose  Foundation  Act,  Chapter  W-7.8,  Statutes  of  Alberta  1984. 

Section  3 of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act  and  a Ministerial 
regulation  pursuant  to  section  6(2)  caused  certain  interpretive 
difficulties  for  the  Members  of  the  Foundation.  This  legislation 
places  certain  constraints  on  the  eligibility  of  projects  for 
funding.  In  respect  of  the  Members'  i nterpretation,  it  is  possible 
the  resultant  administrative  policies  may  not  be  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  legislation.  The  Minister  responsible  for  The 
Wild  Rose  Foundation  has  been  notified. 


Note  2 Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Grants  Payable: 

Liabilities  are  recorded  for  grants  payable  only  when  all 
conditions  required  to  qualify  for  the  grants  have  been  met  by 
the  grant  recipients.  (See  Note  7) 

(b)  Depreciation: 

Depreciation  of  furniture  and  equipment  is  recorded  annually 
using  the  straight-line  method  at  15%  of  original  cost. 

(c)  Changes  in  Financial  Position: 

A statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as 
disclosure  in  these  financial  statements  is  considered  to  be 
adequate. 


Note  3 Purpose  of  the  Foundation 

The  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide  funding  to  volunteer 
non-profit  organizations  that  provide  necessary  and  valuable 
community  services  to  Albertans,  provided  these  organizations  are 
not  eligible  to  receive  funding  from  other  specified  sources. 


Note  4 Cash 

Cash  consists  of  deposits  in  the  Consolidated  Cash  Investment  Trust 
Fund  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  Interest  is  earned  on  the  daily 
balance  in  the  Fund  at  the  average  rate  of  interest  earned  on  Fund 
investments.

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Note  6 

Endowment  Fund 

The  initial  contribution  of  $4,500,000  received  from  the  Western 
Canada  Lottery  Alberta  Division  is  being  held  in  an  endowment  fund; 
the  interest  earned  thereon  is  recorded  as  revenue.  This  endowment 
fund  is  not  available  to  The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  for  use  in  its 
normal  operations  unless  approved  by  the  Minister. 

Note  7 

Commitments 

As  at  March  31,  1987,  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling 
$97,080  in  respect  of  grants  approved  where  certain  conditions  were 
still  to  be  met  by  the  applicants.  These  commitments  are  not 
recorded  as  liabilities  as  at  March  31,  1987.  (See  Note  2(a)) 

The  Foundation  is  committed  to  monthly  lease  payments  of 
approximately  $2,300  until  December  31,  1989  for  office 
accommodati on. 

Note  8 

Contingent  Liability 

The  Foundation  is  involved  in  a legal  proceeding  in  which  a claim 
for  wrongful  dismissal  has  been  filed  against  the  Foundation.  This 
claim  has  not  been  reflected  in  the  financial  statements.  It  is  not 
expected  that  this  claim  will  result  in  a material  loss  to  the 
Foundation.

The  1986  figures  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to  conform 
to  1987  presentation. 

Note  10 

Approval  of  Financial  Statements 

These  financial  statements  have  been  approved  by  management  and 
Members  of  the  Foundation. 
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
